Sacceeded By Charles Stimson and 
G. £ . May cox, Hotel Men 
flrom Kansas City . 


Col. J . C. Shelton, who assumed 
the management of The Elks’ hotel 
a y ear ago last November, y ester­ 
day disposed of his two and one- 
half y ear lease, with the privilege 
of five y ears, and the hotel furnish- 
ings, to Messrs, Chas.J Stimson and 
C. E. May cox, of Kansas City , 
who assumed charge at midnight. 
The sale was made by W . F. 
Waller, a former Sedalian, now of 
the Kansas City real estate firm of 
Woods, Waller Sl Holt, and the 
consideration was $5,000, cash. 
Mr. May cox is a married man, in 
the prime of life, and for seven 
y ears was employ ed as steward a 
the Midland, the leading hostelry 
of Kansas City . 
Mr. 
Stimson is also married 
but, like Mr. May cox, is withou 
children. 
Mr. Stimson has been 
connected with Hotel Victoria in 
Kansas City for several y ears, and 
like his partner, is a practical hote 
man in every sense of the term. 
The gentlemen had been looking 
over the hotel field in Missouri anc 
Kansas for some time with a view 
to seeking a location, but decided 
after careful investigation that S e­ 
dalia offered greater inducements 
than any other point, hence the 
closing of the deal for The Elks 
y esterday .

Messrs. Stimson & May cox stated 
that they would at once make im­ 
provements in the hotel lobby , as 
well as put in new furniture, and 
will leave nothing undone to keep 
the hostelry up to the high repu­ 
tation it has maintained under the 
management of Col. Shelton and 
his esteemed wife. 
Taking hold of the old Sicher 
after it had passed into the second 
class, Col. Shelton refurnished the 
house throughout and put on a 
table service that was never sur­ 
passed in Sedalia. 
It did not take 
the traveling public long to ascer­ 
tain that there was a new man at 
the helm who understood his busi­ 
ness, and when he changed the 
name from the Sicher to The Elks 
he had smooth sailing from that 
time forward. 
Mrs. Shelton has been in poor 
health for some time past, how­ 
ever, and this was the principal 
reason that Col. Shelton decided 
to sell. 
He will remain here for a 
short time, until the new proprie 
tors are thoroughly conversant with 
the field and its surroundings, and 
w ill then remove with his family 
to Kansas City , from where they 
came to Sedalia.

OLD MEN AKE OUT 


Pr esident Bur t Says Union Pa­ 
cific Str ike Is Over . 


NEW MEN HAVE THE JOBS 


On the Other Hand, the Str iker s Say 
the Figr ht Will Be Renewed 
in Ear nest Now. 


Pr esident Bur t, of the l oion Pa­ 
cific r ailr oad, met r epr esentatives 
of the str iking shopmen of that 
system Fr iday in Omaha to con­ 
tinue the confer ence begun in N ew 
Y o r k thr ee weeks ago. 
The meet­ 
ing r esulted in the latter ’s r epr e- 
sentatives leaving without having 
r eached a settlement, and they de­ 
clar e the str ike will now be con­ 
tinued indefinitely, and will be ex­ 
tended over the Souther n Pacific 
system. 
Pr esident M cN eil, of the Nation­ 
al 
Association of Boiler maker s, 
was spokesman for the str iker s, amd 
told Pr esident Bur t that a thor ough 
canvass of the str iker s had been 
made, with the r esult that they 
unanimously agr eed that they could 
not accept the piecewor k system. 
Pr esident 
Bur t 
r eplied 
that the 
men could r etur n to wor k under no 
other condition and expr essed him­ 
self as sor r y the men would not 
give the system a tr ial. 
The con­ 
fer ence lasted fifteen minutes. 
The labor leader s r etur ned to L a­ 
bor temple, and stated that a mass 
meeting would be called at once 
and steps taken by the str iker s to 
extend the str ike to all par ts of the 
Har r iman system. 
A t Union Pacific headquar ter s 
the following official statement was 
made Fr iday after noon concer ning 
the str ike situation : 
“ 
Piecewor k has been a success­ 
ful system in the shops of our com 
pany for six months past, and the 
committee r epr esenting the str iker s 
was told that no change in the sys­ 
tem 
could 
be made at this time. 
About 85 per cent of the wor k 
done in the Omaha shops is by 
piecew or k; loo per cent of it at 
Ar m str ong and fr om 90 to 100 per 
cent at other places. 
“ 
W e now have mor e men in the 
Omaha shops than we ever had be­ 
for e, and their char acter and skill 
is all that we could ask. 
A r e­ 
duction will soon be necessar y be­ 
cause our busiest 
season is now 
over . 
The same condition applies 
to all other points on the line. 
W ith new 
shops and new ma­ 
chiner y, the same number of pien 
can do much mor e wor k than for ­ 
mer ly. 
In point of wor k done we 
have never tur ned out so many en­ 
gines in the histor y of the Omaha 
shops as dur ing the past six months. 
The same 
condition applies 
at 
Cheyenne. 
“ 
If we wer e to take back the 
str iker s now it would mean that 
our for ce in the Omaha shops would 
be cr owded out, and this we dis­ 
like to d o ; but we would not have 
r oom for two for ces. 
“ 
Our tr ain ser vice is becoming 
better , tr ains last week being 100 
per cent better than dur ing pr e- 


vious weeks. W e had some tr ouble 
this week because of high winds 
and stor my weather out west, for 
which the str iker s will pr obably 
claim cr edit. 
Last week we put 
twice as much coal into Nebr aska 
as dur ing any pr evious week on the 
r oad, 
and ever y 
mine at Rock 
Spr ings is r unning at full capacity. 
“ 
Six new engines have jast ar ­ 
r ived and four mor e ar e on the 
r oad, and an indefinite number of 
new engines will continue to ar ­ 
r ive. 
W e will soon have engines 
to bur n. 
“ 
This str ike is over , so far as tiie 
company is concer ned. 
The men 
quit the ser vice last June, and we 
hir ed new men to fill their places. 
T hat’s all ther e is to it.”

“Dan” Kane Escaped from the 
Missou ri Penitentiary . 


SENT UP FßüM SEDALIA. 


fiiv en a Two Years* Sentence fo r 
Bo bblnir Misso uri Pacific Cars 
In This City . 


*‘D an’’ Kane, the ex -Missou ri 
Pacific 
brakeman, 
who pleaded 
gù ilty , abou t a month ago, to the 
charge of bu rglary and larceny , 
and was sentenced du ring the last 
term of the Pettis cou nty criminal 
cou rt to two y ears’ imprisonment, 
made a daring escape y esterday 
morning from the Missou ri peni­ 
tentiary and is once more enjoy ing 
his liberty , 


Kane made an ex cu se, on Friday , 
to go to the hospital on sick leav e 
and secu red a permit for that pu r­ 
pose, bu t instead of going to the 
hospital, he hid in the stockade, 
and was searched for all night. 
Early y esterday morning, ju st 
before day break, Kane got a lad­ 
der, placed it on top of a cart u sed 
in the prison y ard and scaled the 
walls at a point within fifty feet of 
two gu ards, neither one of whom 
saw or heard him. 
A t su nrise the ladder was dis­ 
cov ered and K ane’s mode of escape 
was clear, 
A 
short time later 
K ane’s conv ict clothes were fou nd 
in the stockade where he had dis­ 
carded them and pu t on citizens’ 
clothing. 
Chief of Police Lov e receiv ed a 
telegram y esterday afternoon from 
the warden of the penitentiary , 
notify ing him of K ane’s escape, 
and the Sedalia police force is on 
the lookou t for the conv ict and 
will secu re his rearrest if he tu rns 
u p in this v icinity , 
Kane, while in the employ of the 
Missou ri Pacific, was su spected of 
being crooked and was “ let ou t.” 
W hile idle he employ ed his time in 
breaking into Missou ri Pacific cars 
in the y ards here and helping him 
self to su ch articles as he desired. 
One night he broke into a car 
containing pou ltry and dairy pro­ 
du cts and carried off a crate of liv e 
tu rkey s and two tu bs of bu tter. 
Kane was su spected of the theft 
and he was arrested by Chief Lov e 
and Officers W ood and Card. 
He 
confessed his gu ilt and a part of 
the bu tter was fou nd where he said 
he had hidden it. 
Kane was lodged in jail and 
while there concocted a scheme for 
his 
release 
from 
confinement, 
which, if it had been su ccessfu l, 
wou ld hav e enabled him to leav e 
the cou ntry and escape a term in 
state’s prison. 
W hile in j ail he complained of 
being sick and a phy sician was 
sent for. 
Ju st prior to the arriv al 
of the doctor, Kane scarrified his 
gu ms with a penknife u ntil they 
bled freely . 
W hen the phy sician 
reached the jail, Kane complained 
of pains in one of his lu ngs, had 
^ 
terrible cou ghing spells and spat 
^ 
u p qu antities of blood. 
The phy sician was deceiv ed by 
Kane, and he informed Prosecu ting 
A ttorney Cashman that the ex - 
brakeman was v ery ill— and he 
was fev erish with a bad cold— and, 
at the su ggestion of the phy sician 
that the prisoner cou ld not get 
well in jail, the prosecu ting at­ 
torney agreed to let Kane ou t of 
jail on a $ioo bond. 
Mrs. Kane, 
it is said, was called in and signed 
the $100 bond. 
Chief Lov e heard of the situ a­ 
i t 
tion, and at once decided it was a 
ru se on K ane’s part to escape go­ 
ing to the penitentiary . 
The chief 
sent Policeman Bou llt to secu re a 
new w arrant for Kane, while he 
went to the jail to prev ent the 
prisoner from getting away on 
bond. 
Bou llt secu red the warrant 
tnd Kane’s trick failed. 
He then 
'ecided that the shortest road ou t 
f the difficulty was to plead guilty ,

and Ju dge Longan sentenced him 
to two y ears in prison. 
Shortly after Kane was taken to 
the penitentiary , his wife went *,j 
Jefferson City to reside and be 
near her hu sband. 
She is credited 
with being an ex ceedingly shrewd 
woman, and the Sedalia police be­ 
liev e she planned her hu sband’s es­ 
cape and fu rnished him with the 
citizens’ clothing to wear away , 
Sedalia it the last place ii 
Mis­ 
sou ri Kane shou ld head for, if he 
wishes to av oid going back to the 
penitentiary , y et it is possible he 
may come heie. 
H e has a sister 
liv ing here, and a letter, written 
by Mrs. Kane, two day s ago, was 
receiv ed here by a friend of the 
family in which it was intimated 
that there might 
be something 
“ doing” down at Jeff before many 
day s. 
Yesterday 
morning 
Ed 
H. 
Salmon, a prosperou s resident of 
Pleasant Green, left here on Mis­ 
sou ri Pacific train No. 6 for Otter- 
v ille to look at some land which 
was for sale in that v icinity . 
The 
train left here abou t lo :ao a. m., 
and ju st as it was slowing u p for 
Smithton a man was seen w alking 
behind the hedge fence on the 
north side of the right-ot-way . 
Ju st as the train came abreast of 
of him he fell down behind the 
fence and made an effort to iiide 
himself from the v iew of the p is- 
sengers in the coaches. His actions 
were so su spiciou s that Mr. Salmon 
kept his ey es on the fellow, who 
raised his head as the last coach 
went by him. 
Mr. Salmon got a 
good v iew of him and saw that his 
hair was close cropped and that he 
wore a su it of dark clothing. 
A s 
near as he cou ld ju dge, the man 
was of slim bu ild, and a y ou ng 
fellow. 
The description wou ld fit that 
of Kane, who is 2 7 y ears old, slim, 
and weighs only 117 pou nds. 
Mr. 
Salmon had not heard, last night, 
abou t K ane’s escape, bu t reported 
the matter u pon his arriv al here to 
the police, u nder the belief that 
the fellow might hav e been one of 
the Union bank robbers. 
The police do not believ e the 
man seen by Mr. 
Salmon was 
Kane, bu t they are taking no 
chances, and a carefu l 
watch is 
being kept u p for the escaped con­ 
v ict. 
It is possible for Kane to hav e 
boarded a freight train at Jefferson 
City , being dressed in citizens’ 
clothing, and to easily hav e reached 
Smithton, after his escape from 
prison, by the time the su spiciou s- 
acting man was seen near there by 
M r.
